MILES’ OFFICIAL REPORT MAKES 
TAME READING FOR THE PUBLIC 


The General Disappoints. Anxious and Patient Americans by His 
War History, 


CRITICISM WHBLLY ABSENT 


He Recites Mavement of Treops in the 
Cuban Campaign, 


PRODUCES MUCH THAT HAS BEEN TOLD 


Decument for Which Persons Who 
Keep Posted on Current Events 
Have Been Waiting Fails To 
Make Reading That 
Was Anticipated. 


Washington, November 10.—The report of 
Major’ General Miles, commanding the 
United States army, was made public to- 
day by direction of Secretary Alger. The 
keynote is found on the opening sentences, 
where it is said: “The military operations 
during the war have been extraordinary, 
unusual and extensive,”’ a statement which 
is fully borne out by the long recital of 
finporgant events which General Miles 
shows have made the military history of 
the year 1898 the most remarkable since the 


end of the civil war. 

In point of interest, the document divides 
naturally into four chapters, for while brief 
allusion is made to such matters as the 
military expeditions to Alaska, interest 
naturally centers in the portion which 
treats of the war with Spain. 

Under this general head the report deals 
with the plans of campaign; with the war 
preparations; with the Santiago campaign; 
with General Miles’s operations in Porto 
Rico, and lastly with the important chang- 
es in existing organizations which are, in 
General Miles’s opinion, necessary to make 
the army an effective ‘weapon for the de- 
fense of the country. There is an entire ab- 
sence of any evidence of direct criticism, 
though certain sentences in the report sare 
italicized in apparent desire to justify pre- 
viously expressed plans of details of the 
campaigns, and where it deals with events, 
the document its largely made up of a 
quotation of official dispatches. 

Treating of the war Gencral Miles begins 
with a statement of the unpreparedness of 
the country, showing how the vast equip- 
ment left by the soldiers of the civil war 
had: been dissipated or had become obso- 
lete, until the tentage or camp equipment 
was insufficient for any military operation. 
He recounts the legislation of congress just 
prior to the war, looking to the increase of 
the army, and cites his own recommenda- 
tion, on April 9th, that 40,000 men be pro- 
vided for coast defense and reserve; that 
the reserve army be increased and 15,000 
immunes recruited, making a force of 1&,- 
597 men, which, with 59,000 native auxil- 
:aries, he considered sufficient, Such a force 
properly equipped he believed te be better 
than a large force partly equipped. In the 
letter containing this recommendation, he 
said: 


Wanted Troops Prepared for Service. 


I also recommend that at least twentv 
regiments of infantry, five regiments of 
cavalry and the light artillery be mobi- 
lized and placed in one large camp 
where they can be carefully and thor- 
oughly inspected, fully equipped, drilled, 
disciplined and instructed in brigades 
and divisions and prepared for war ser- 
vice. . 

He further asked “for 50,000 volunteers to 
make up an army of 150.000 soldiers for of- 
fensive operations in Cuba, the whole force 
to be fully equipped, leaving the state 
troops to defend the coasts and for a re- 
serve.” April loth he wrote Secretary Al- 
ger as follows: .

He also dwelt upon the importance of the 
most perfect equipment in all branches— 
artillery, engineering and medical—with 
Supplies for six months and equipment for 
54,000 native Cuban soldiers. 

Genera] Miles says, in his report, that in 
the beginning, the war problem wag purely 
& naval one, and he was convinced that 
should cur ravy prove superior the position 
of the Spurish army in Cuba would be 
rendered unienable with a minimum loss 
of life and treasure to the United States. 
Hie says: 

There were two most serious obstacles 
to be avoided—one was placing an army 
on the island of Cuba before our navy 
controlled the Cuban waters; and the 
other was putting an army on the iIsl- 
and at a time when a large number of 
the men must die from the diseases that 
have pervailed in that country, accord- 
ing to all .statistics, for the last one 
lhundred yernrs, 

He pointed out in a letter to the secre- 
tary of war these dangers, inclosing a com- 
munication from Surgeon General Stern- 
berg and urged that the Spanish be merely 
harassed and damaged during the rainy, 
unhealthy season, while the navy was 
demonstrating its superiority and the vol- 
unteers were -being equpped. In that let- 
ter he says: 

I also assert the belief I have enter- 
tained from the first: that we could se- 
cure the surrender of the Spanish army 
in the island of Cuba without any great 
sacrifice of life. 


Guiteras Supports Miles. 

In this letter, which is attached, Dr, Gui- 
teras is cited jn suport of the recommenda- 
tion to delay the army movement in Cuba, 
and it is said that aside from disease the 
United States troops would have to cope 
with 80,000 Spanish troops, the remnant of 
214,000, which troops had become acclimat- 
éd, and were equipped with 183 guns. There 
was still time, he said, to put 18,000 regular 
troops into healthful camps until they 
could be used in Cuba with safety. In or- 
der that che volunteers should be speedily 
made efficient, on April 26th General Miles 
wrote the secretary of war that they should 
be encamped for sixty days in their re- 
spective states and disciplined and equip- 
ped, and cheir officers instructed, all im- 
portant, he said, to ‘health and efficiency. 

This preliminary work should be done 
before the troops leave their states, 
wrote General Miles, who in his report, 
adds this: 

Congregating tens of thousands of 
men, many of whem were not untform- 
ed and scarcely any properiy equipped. 
in great camps away from their states, 
rendered it difficult for them to be prop- 
erly suppiied with food, cooking utensils, 
camp equipage, blankets, tentage, medi- 
cal supplies, transportation, etc., and 
was to a great extent the cause, in my 
judgement, of the debilitating effect upon 
the healthjpand strength of the men who 
were otherwise in good physical condi- 
tion. .The material necessary to equip 
and clothe large armies was not even 
manufacteured at that time, and the 
consequent condition of troops for 
weeks and months were injurious to the 
commands in many ways. 

The report recites orders made by him, 
dated May 25th, prescribing the proper 
equipment of the different commands, 
which General Miles says were delayed in 
publication from May 16th until that date. 

Orders are referred to for the sending of 
the reguiars to New Orleans, Tampa and 
Mobile and the invasion of Cuba; for the 
gathering of troons at Chickamauga, and 
for the movements of 70,000 troops on Cuba, 
but ‘none of these movements on Cuba ma- 
terialized.’’ He says: 

The want of proper 
ammunition rendered the 
practicable.

Every statement then made wag backed up by affiidavits or testimony which was as strong. This article went into 150,000 
homes of the North State and was read by upward of a million people. 
In some precincts, where it was circulated most widely, not a single republican vote was cast on Tuesday. 
The democratic leaders in the North State have been very generous in their expressions on The Constitution's work.

“All of my ‘friends have been aware of 
my personal antipathy to another term In 
the senate, but those prominent in the late 
crusade against the republican state and 
legislative candidates chose to force the 
issue. They have made it imperative that 
I shall be a candidate for re-election. The 
gage of Lattle is accepted. The result is in 
the hands. of the republican members of 
the incoming legislature, a very large pro- 
portion of whom are my poiitical and per- 
sonal friends. Throughout the campaign 
just closed enormous sums of money were 
used to defeat republican legislative candi- 
dates. I ave no doubt efforts will be 
made to tamper with some of the members 
elect, but they will not be successful. The 
attempt to purchase the United States sen- 
atorship two years ago did no succeed 
then, nor will a similar attempt succeed 
now. Bargain counter methods have been 
repudiated by the people of this state.”

Speaker Pro Tem. Blalock occupied the 
chair of the house yesterday and presided 
with dignity and grace.over the delibera- 
tions of the session.

Two of the most important measures in- 
troduced in the house yesterday were offer- 
ed by Mr. Brandon, of Fulton, for the pur- 
pose of amending the pension laws in op- 
eration at present in this state. Mr. 
Brandon's first bill provides that section 
255 of the code of 1895 be amended as 
to prevent any person who enlisted in the 
military service of the confederate states 
or of this state during the war from draw- 
ing any pension from the state, regardless 
of whether or not he is drawing such pen- 
sion at present, unless he can show by af- 
fidavit or otherwise that he is unable on 
account of poverty to support himself. 
Mr. Brandon’s second bill provides; that 
section 1262 of the code be so amended as 
to apply the same restriction to the wid- 
ows Of confederate soldiers. 

Both of these bills were referred to the 
committee on ways and means for consid- 
eration. Some idea of the importance of 
these bills may be derived from the fact 
that the sum of, $19,000 has already Leen 
paid out to old soldiers for the present 
year, while the sum of $262,000 has already 
been paid out to widows of old soldiers 
for the present year. 

Branch Colleges for Both Sexes.

The present fee is a uni- 
form one of $3, and the new bill proposes 
to make it 50 cents on all paper up to $200;

over $3,000. The Steed bill, to compel sleep- 
ing car companies doing business in the 
state of Georgia to provide separate accom- 
modations, was referred to a sub-commit- 
tee consisting of Messrs. Steed, West and 
Wingfield. 

The finance committee of the senate was 
in session only a.short time, and aujourned 
to meet again next Tuesday afternoon.

For the People To Elect. 

Two important Lills were conjointly in- 
troduced. yesterday by Messrs. Slaton, 
Brandon and Knowles, of Fulton. The 
first of these bills provided for the amend- 
ment of the act creating the criminal 
court of Atlanta, in order that the judge 
and solicitor of said court may be elected 
by popular vote, and the second of these 
bills provided for the amendment of the 
act creating the city court of Atlanta, in 
order that the judge of said court may be 
elected by popular vote. Sinee both bills 
are drawn up in the same manner, we 
quote the text of the latter only. This pill 
reads: 

“Be it enacted by the-general assembly 
of the state of Georgia as follows: 

“That an act approved December 15, 1871, 
establishing the city court of Atlanta, and 
the acts amendatory thereof, which pro- 
vide for the appointment of judge of said 
city court of Atlanta by the governor, be 
amended as follows: 

“On the 7th day of January, 1889, an elec- 
tion shall be held for judge of said city 
court of Atlanta, whose term of office shall 
begin on the 20th of January, 1900, and 
shall continue to January 1, 1905, or until 
his successor is elected or appointed, as 
hereinafter provided. The successors of 
the first judge to be ele¢ted as herein pro- 
vided shall hold office for the term of four 
years, or until their successors shall be 
elected, and the election shall be held at* 
the next genera] election immediately pre- 
ceding the expiration of said terms of 
office, and is to be conducted under the 
laws applicable to the election of county 
officers of Fulton county, with a like qual- 
ification for voters. At the election to be 
held on the 7th day of January, 1899, those 
who were qualified to vote for county offi- 
cers of Fulton county at the last general 
election held October 5, 1898, shall be qual- 
ified to vote for said judge. 

“In the event of a vacancy arising {n 
said office of iudge the governor shall by 
appointment fill the same until the next 
general election, when a judee shall be 
elected to fill the unexpired term, as here- 
in provided.” 

Both bills provide that the time for holdé- 
ing the elections in each instance shall oc- 
cur on January 7, 1899.

RIOT IN WILMINGTON 


Continued from First Page. 


office. The building was also fired and 
gutted. The leaders say that this action 
was the work of irresponsible persons, and 
as soon as the fire was discovered the fire 
Gepartment was called to extinguish it. 

The burning of the printing office created 
a great commotion among the negroes of 
the town. The rumor spread that the 
whites were going to burn and murder in 
the negro quarter. This rumor reached 
the negro employees of a cotton compress, 
numbering 300 or 400, who quit work and 
hung abdéut the streets in manifest terror. 

The Shooting of Mayo. 

Several hundred negroes congregated in 
the northern portion of the city and the 
red-shirts went to disperse them. The ne- 
groes fired on the white ‘citizens and were 
met with a hailstorm of bullets. 

Five negroes, were killed outright and 
many wounded. 

One white man, William Mayo, was ebot 
through the breast and hips, but raised up 
on his elbow after he fell and shot two ne- 
groes dead. He was conveyed in an am- 
bulance to the hospital and is not expected 
to live. 

The negroes were demoralized and fled 
in disorder. 

In the meantime the town was in a siate 
of excitement. The whites rushed into the 
street from every direction, the local mili- 
tary company was ordered out and a bat- 
tallon of United States naval reserves pro- 
ceeded to the vicinity of the trouble with 
a rapid-fire gun. About 1 o'clock some 
negroes in a ‘thouse fired upon a passing 
party of white men. The house was sur- 
rounded and four negroes captured and 
taken to the jafl. One negro broke away 
and ran, but was shot down and killed be- 
fore he had proceeded half a block. 

Eight Negroes Killed During Day. 

During the afternoon there were other af- 
fairs of this kind and eight negroes were 
killed during various times in the disturbed 
sections. Their names at this time are un- 
knawn. As the news of the riot spread 
through the state ne'!gitboring cities offered 
to send help and all such offers were de- 
clined except in the case of Fayetteville, 
from which town came about 130 men. As 
night fell the town was completely patroi- 
ed and guarded. Very few negroes were on 
the streets and they were not allowed to 
congregate anywhere. 

The action of the citizens tn organizing 
a new municipal government is expected 
to bring peace and order and no rdoting 
is expected tonight. It developed later in 
the day that the negro committee summon- 
ed last night had eed to use their good 
offices to have the press removed, although 
the editor had disappeared and they had 
no authority on the premises. This letter in- 
stead of being delivered to the chairman 
of the committee of twenty-five in person, 
was put In the mail, and did not reach him 
until three hours after the expiration of 
the time limit which had been fixed for the 
reception of the answer. 

A crowd was formed tonight to take 
from the jail and lynch two negroes, Thom- 
Miller and Ira Bryant, who were ar- 
rested today, charged with murderous 
threats and were regarded as dangerous 
cases, The mayor, Colonel Waddell, prompt- 
ly prohibited the assembling of the crowd 
at the jail, and he shimself headed a guard 
of twenty-five men with winchesters to. 
guard the prisoners. .

Walker Taylor, of the Second regiment of 
the state guard at Wilmington, that the 
situation was serious there and that he 
held the military awaiting the governor's 
orders Lieutenant Commander George 
I. Morton, of the naval reserves, reported 
that upon order of the sheriff he had put 
the Wilmington division on duty to pre- 
serve the peace. Morton was notified of 
the approval of his action and was direct- 
ed ¢o report to Colonel Taylor, i;nd Cap- 
tain T. S. James. of the Wilmington in- 
fantry company, was ordered on duty, re- 
porting to Colonel Taylor. There quickly 
came a telegram, saying there was press- 
ing need of more troops and the governor 
thereupon ordered the Kinston division of 
naval reserves and infantry companies 
from Maxton. Clinton and Franklinion to 
hasten to Wilmington and report to Colo- 
nel Taylor. 

Colonel Bruton, of the Second regiment, 
telegraphing from Wilson, said it was not 
safe to move the Wilson company. This 
was because there ‘had been some riotous 
demonstrations at Wilson a day two 
ago. 

Arrangements were made for the t'ans- 
portation for the -various companies and 
they were all on the way to Wilmiagton by 
8 o'clock, 


CAUSE OF CAROLINA RIOTS. 


Crime, Insult and Corruption in Office 
Were the Provocations of the 
Outbreak Yesterday. 


The bloodshed in Wilmington yesterday 
was the culmination of long series of 
rrevocations and an epidemic of crime, the 
victims of which were respectable white 
citizens and the perpretrators blacks and 
low ¥hites. 

Yesterday's riot was a parallel to the up- 
rising of the citizens of New Orlenas a few 
years ago, when they marched in a body to 
tt.e jail and shot to death a dozen or more 
members of the Italian Mafia. The Mafia 
had made war on society and the police, 
though willing, were unable to suppress the 
cut-throats, When Chief Hennessy was 
assassinated the best. citizens assembled in 
bypad daylight and ‘proceeded to the fail 
without the slightest attempt at disguise. 

Just so has Wilmington been terrorized 
by a criminal elements of the biacks. The 
negroes had@ control of the city govern- 
ment, not by virtue of election, but through 
the connivance of the legislature and the 
governor, Daniel Russell, who desired the 
humiliation of the decent people among 
whom he had lived priof to his elevation. 

The whites could have controlled the city 
government had not the legislature forced 
upon the people a new charter, which pro- 
vided for the appointment of five members 
of council by the governor. These appoint- 
ees were republicans, and that party hav- 
ing a majority on the board and having 
been vested with the power to elect the 
mayor and other city officers, ward politi- 
clans were seiected, 

The mayor and chief of police were white, 
but the policemen and all the sanitary in- 
spectorg and most of the other appointees 
were negroes. The police had no control 
over the criminal classes. Burglaries were 
frequent and the citizens ‘had to keep guns 
in their homes for protection. When burg- 
laries were reported to the police ‘no ap- 
parent effort was made ¢o arrest the guilty 
ones. One citizen captured a negro on the 
street carrying articles which had been 
stolen from the citizen's house several days 
before. -The police had been given a de- 
scription of the articles stolen and the 
prisoner stated that he had passed five 
policemen with the plunder in his arms. 

Last winter a negro policeman entered 
the store of a prominent merchant and 
beat him unmercifully. The policeman said 
that the merehant had insulted jis lit¢le 
daughter. The merchant:-had waited on 
her during the morning, and not having 
what she wanted she went home. he ne- 
gro policeman was never punisned. 
White ladies and children were constant- 

annoyed and insulted when on the 
streets. Country people were’ especial 
marks of the negre boys, who followed 
them and guyed them. 

This is one reason why so many farmers 
went into Wiim:ington last night. They 
naive Jong we'ted for an opportunity of 
this kind. 

A wiulutto, nomed Alex L. Maniy, was 
éditor of a uegro paper called The Record. 
Thi, paper was continually stirring up 
feeing among the blacks against the 
whites. Manly was deputy register of 
deeds of New Hanover county and had an 
office in the courthouse. His newspaper 
office was a square or two away. 

On August 18th last, The Daily Record 
published an editorial reflecting on the vird 
tue of the poor white women of the state. 
This,letter raise? a storm of indignation 
Chroughout all North Carolina. and was 
one o: the things which helped on the 
union of the whites over thé state. Manly 
took As ais text an address which Mrs. 
Felton, of Cartersville, Ga., made on lvnch- 
ing before the State Agricultural Society. 

The Constitution has given extracts from 
this infamous article and has referred to 
it several times. It was sent -broadcast 
through North Carolina prior to the elec- 
tion as a campaign document, and it was 
tremendously effective. 

The editorial was as follows: 

Mrs. Felton’s Speech. 

“A Mrs. Felton, from Georgia, makes . 
speech before the Agricultural Society at 
Tybee, Ga., in which she advocates lynch- 
ing as an extreme measure. 
makes a strong plea for womanhood, and 
if the alleged crimes of rape were half so 
frequent as is ofttimes reported, her plea 
would be worthy of consideration. 

“Mrs. Felton, like many other so-called 
Christians, loses sight of the basic princ{- 
ple of the religion of Christ in her plea for 
one class of people as against another. If 
a missionary spirit is essential for the up- 
lifting of the poor white giris, why is it?

Columbia, S. C., November 10 —(Special.)— 
The most sensational feature of today’s oc- 
currences in connection with the Phoenix 
affair has been the arrival in Columbia of 
R. Tolbert, the collector of the port 
at Charleston, who was so badly wounded 
in the first day’s rioting that he was re- 
ported. dying.

A squad of 
police worked quickly in locating Tolbert 
and his son. At first the old man demurred 
arrest. Both were heavily armed. They 
were quickly carried from the hotel, and 
engaging Judge Crawford counsel, he 
secured an order for their incarceration in 
th: state penitentiary for safe-keeping. 

They were at once rushed there by the 
sheriff and are now safe, extra guards be- 
ing on duty. 

The wounded man displayed magnificent 
grit. scorning all dangers and insisting on 
tottering about alone when he moved. Sur- 
geons are now dress'ng his many wounds. 
He denies that he had any knowledge of 
impending trouble at Phoenix. ‘The fire he 
stcod was so fierce, he says, as to entirely 
cut the top from his buggy. He tells a 
graphic story of the entipe affair, so far as 
he figured in it. The fact that his horse 
ran away when he shot saved him from in- 
stant death. 

Excitement over the trouble continues all 
over the state. All are relieved now that 
Tolbert is safe in the state prison. He w'll 
never ee permitted to return to Greenwood. 
Whatever else he may be he is certainly a 
brave man.

Pana, Ill., Novemaber 19.—William Lynch, 
who was employed by the Pana Coal Com- ° 
pany up to the time of the strike, has been 
shot at by negroes and run into the house. 
Then they shot through the house of a 
widow. Mrs..Mcintrye, who was taking 
care of her sick daughter. 

The negroes in the Flat Hall 
came running out and began to shoot in 
all directions. »They kept shocting until 
the militia arrived on the scene... When the 
shooting began many WOmen and children 
ran to Captain Butler, of company B, for 
protection. As far as Known no person 
was struck by the bullets. Things are in 
such a state that it is dangerous for anv 
one to go out in the mining district at 
night. ' 

The citizens say if something is not done 
before long there will be an outbreak and 
every negro and operator will be killed, It 
was impossible to arrest any of the ne- 
groves.

"from one of the most prominent citi- 


zens of the state. He is prominent as 
one of the heads of his church, promi- 
nent in behalf of educational interests, 
and prominent by reason of the fact that 
he is a potable member of a notable 
family. He writes over the signature 
of “Taxpayer” for the simple reason 
that he hag no desire to put himself for- 
ward in the discussion of what may be 
described as a political question; but 
his name will be promptly forthcoming 
if any necessity for it should arise, since 
it is not his habit or real desire to hide 
behind a pseudonym. 

‘With this preface, we commend the 
letter to the attention of legislators. 
It embodies a blunt presentation of 
views that cannot be gainsaid. It 
states facts that do not need arguments 
to support them, We may add to the 
digest aS much as we please, but unless 


Wve at the same time add to the tax- 


paying power of the people no reform 
has been accomplished. Such forms 
of propérty as manage to escape the 

payer under our law are pretty sure 
to evade it under any law. We may 
lower the rate, but if we take measures 
to increase taxable values fictitiously 
the result is the same or may be even 
worse; the evil still flourishes. 

What is really necessary—what every 
thoughtful man man must see is 
necessary—is a reduction in the 
state’s expenses. There can be no 
relief short of that, for that is the 
secret of the whole matter. it ac 
counts for the fact that before the end 
of next July the state will have to meet 
demands amounting to nearly half a 
million dollars, and there will be no 
such sum in sight unless the state re- 
duces its expenses by that amount. 

There is but one remedy, and that is 
the cutting down of expenses. Ag our 
correspondent says, ‘Any scheme of 
reform which does not mean that the 
state must spend less money is a de- 
lusion.” @ may juggle with the di- 
gest, and we wish everybody well who 
engages in that sort of game; but the 
only way to cope with the emergency 
which now confronts the state is to cut 
down expenses. 

As a separate and an independent 
proposition we would not favor the cut- 
ting down of any appropriation, but 
when necessity demands it, when the 
condition of the people makes it nec- 
essary, we are in favor of cutting any 
and all with a free, if not a cheerful 
hand. There are hundreds of taxpayers 
in Georgia today whose resources are 
smaller than those of some of the vet- 
erans who now draw pensions. 
are thousands of taxpayers in the state 
who are compelled to keep their chil- 
dren at home to help them, or who are 
unable to buy shoes for them to attend 
school] during the winter season. Today, 
in large areas and in many sections of 
the state, the negroes wlto contribute 
nothing are absorbing most of the 
school fund. , 

Let us first be just and then generous. 
The state can afford to pension every 
indigent soldier or widow of a soldier, 
but beyond that generosity becomes a 
burden. The state can afford to pro- 
vide a school fund in keeping with the 
resources of the people, but beyond 
that the gehoot fund is an imposition. 

There “seems to be a disposition on 
the part of the legislature to take the 
bull by the horns, and the sooner it is 
done the better.

It is only fair to say that, during the 
recent campaign in North Carolina, the 
populists opened their eyes to the dan- 
gers of the situation in their state. They 
returned to the demdcratic party, and, 
by voting for its candidates, gave the 
death blow to negro domination in the 
Old North State. It is said that twen- 
tv-five thousand middle-of-the-road pop- 
ulists supported the democratic ticket in 
North Carolina, thus making victory 
possible. If they can return to the par- 
ty when an emergency demands it, what 
is to hinder them from remaining in 
the party?

Is there any man with com- 
mon sense who does not feel that the 
downward trend of property, the. reduc- 
tion of wages, and the fall in prices of 
agricultural prducts point to a degrada- 
tion as galling as that of actual serf- 
dom? Is there any producer in the

One of the most significant notes of, 
the recent elections was the fact that 
the democrats made the largest gain in 
those states and communities where 
they planted themselves squarely on the 
national platform and emphasized the 
currency question. In the manufactur- 
ing districts of Massachusetts, the un- 
fortunates who are now receiving lower 
wages than the pauper labor of Europe 
are beginning to take an interest in the

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The Confederate Veteran. 

The more the world knows of him, 
the more it is compelled to respect the 
confederate veteran. 

‘An illustration of the rare heroism 
and high-spirited patriotism by which 
the confederate has always been moved, 
is being enacted at the present day in 
the state of Georgia. The state finds 
itself confronted by an emergency—an 
empty treasury—an overdrawn = ac- 
count, and its taxable value, largely 
destroyed by the effect of adverse na- 
tional legislation. In this emergency 
the various interests which depend upon 
the state for sustenance find themselves 
on trial. It ig not the trial which we 
would like to see, of being commis- 
sioned to spend larger sums of money 
in the development of worthy objects, 
but:it is that harsh and unwelcome trial 
of enforced curtailment, which has first 
struck the citizen in his home, and is 
now striking at the doors of the capitol. 
In this supreme hour, when’ men and 
institutions are’called upon to get with- 
jn the limits of enforced prudence, and 
to share in the hardships to which the 
taxpayers are doomed, the confederate 
veteran stands forth sublime and un- 
complaining, with not a single call for 
extra consideration, but ready to bear 
his part with the same heroism with 
which he scaled the ramparts and 
charged upon the enemy. 

In the list of items making up the 
expenditures of state, those which pro- 
vide for the confederate veteran afe 
next to the largest, and in the necessity 
which hag come upon the state for cur- 
taiiment, it stands to reason, and it is 
known to every confederate veteran, 
that these appropriations command at- 
tention from their very magnitude, And 
yet what do we seein thisemergency? If 
it Was an emergency in a northern state 
or in~the national capitol, we would 
see the public buildings surrounded by 


lobbyists, and the air would be laden by

the croaking voices of men who were 
demanding from the nation their pound 
of flesh, regardless of the condition of 
their fellow men or the ability of the 
nation to pay it. 

How differemt ig the situation in Geor- 
gia! Every confederate who has spok- 


en has cast his voice on the side 


ofcommon sense and_ self-sacrifice. 
Looking over the press of the state, 
wherever a veteran is heard from he 
speaks for lowér taxes and more eco- 
nomical methods, even though he ig as- 
sured that the ax may fall upon the 
very appropriation in which he is in- 
terested. The most worthy appropria- 
tion which stands upon our balance 
sheet today is that which gives aid to 
the really needy confederate veteran. It 
is unfortunate that the whole appropri- 
ation cannot be maintained at its pres- 
ent figure. But facts are stubborn 
things. The pockets of the people are 
empty. 

The confederate veteran is neither 
a place hunter nor a pension shark. He 
fought for four years without thought 
of reward save that of serving his coun- 
try. He went through the troublous 
times of rehabilitation with a courage 
which carved success out of adversity 
and restored the section for which he 
fought to its commercia] strength and 
prosperity. 

But in this, the hour of Georgia’s 
financial trial, the veterans stand ready 
to repeat the heroism of 1861, and it is 
cheering to see that not a single voice 
from,a veteran camp, or from one of 
theny individually, has come up demand- 
ing that their pensions should stand, re- 
gardless of the condition of affairs. This 
singular spirit of self-sacrifice was only 
to be expected from the men who had 
followed Lee. It is in line with their 
lives and character, and when the time 
shall come that in some lonely neigh- 
borhood the simple funera! rites over 
the last confederate shall be held, his- 
tory may well exclaim: “Their peers 
had neither preceded, nor will they come 
after them!”

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The Governor’s Message. 

The message sent in to the state legis- 
lature by Governor Candler is one strik- 
ing in its statements, and calls for im- 
perative action. 

The condition which the governor 
paints is one which must challenge the 
attention of the entire people. In July 
next the state of Georgia will have a 
deficit of $545,000 over and above all the 
possible receipts of the state. That defi- 
cit amounts to a new burden for which 
no provision has been or can be made, 
except the doubling up of our already 
excessive taxation. If the present leg- 
islature fails to find provision this year, 
the deficit in July, 1899, will be about 
$1,100,000. This alarming condition of 
affairs will bankrupt not only the treas- 
ury of the state, but the personal 
credit of every private interest in it, for 
where property is under an excessive 
rate of taxation, and has hanging upon 
it, over and above it, an annually increas- 
ing debt of $600,000, there can be no 
hope or-possibility of prosperity, even 
under the most favorable conditions. 

Governor Candler, in calling upon the 
legislature for a remedy, declares that 
no consideration must be given an in- 
crease in the tax rate. That rate has 
already passed beyond the abilities of 
our people to meet. The governor might 
have gone further, and said that the 
people of Georgia demand not only that 
the rate shall not be increased, but that 
it shall not be permitted to stand an- 
other year at the present figure. They 
call for a reduction to some figure which 
attained in better times and they will be 
content with nothing short of that. 

The governor has done hig duty by 
putting into concrete form the exact 
Situation. The responsibility for a 
lies with the legislature. Will that 
body meet the issue as it is presented, 
or will it enter upon a career of debt 
‘and bond kiting, which will simply, ost- 
pone the evil day, and bring about 
greater disaster when the crash finally 
comes, aS come it must? 

We cannot talk about things which 
we have not got in hand. We cannot 
spend money which is not in ovr pos- 
session. We must confine ourselves to 
what we have in our means, and if our 
people are poor, the only way to assist 
them out of their poverty is to lessen 
their burdens instead of increasing them. 

Cut down the tax rate! 
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The Result in Kentucky. 

One of the most pleasing features of 
the campaign now closed was the re- 
demption of Kentucky from the thral- 
dom of republicanism and its goldbug 


associates. 

In that state, the democracy of which 
hag always been unassailable, was en- 
acted a conspiracy against the people 
which will live in history as one of the 
most desperate ever played. Men who 
had been honored as democratic leaders 
betrayed their constituents into the 
hands of the enemy, and after the be- 
trayal were so conscious of* their guilt 
that. they dared not return to their 
homes. But the people, seizing their 
first opportunity, have redeemed them- 
selves, and now stand full panoplied on 
the side of democracy and the. princi- 
ples which it indorses.

Georgia’s Mineral Wealth. 
From The Washington Post.. 

Some of the penny-wise economists in 
the Georgia legislature have reintroduced 
the bill to» abolish the state geological sur- 
vey. It was defeated last year for reasons 
that should have prevented its reappear- 
ance. The press of the state hammered 
most of the life out of it then, and we be- 
lieve its resurrection is but the prelude to 
its fina] taking off, Ex-Governor Northen 
does not go too far in declaring that its 
passage would be a calamity to the state. 

The mineral wealth of that great com- 
monwealth, although its development has 
scarcely had a fair beginning, is attracting 
the attention of the country, and also at- 
tracting a deal of money from Many quar- 
ters. Georgia’s exhibit of minerals and 
building stones at the Omaha exposition 
was one of the most creditable features of 
that magnificent show. 

The new capitols of Rhode Island and 
Minnesota are being erected out of Georgia 
marble. The new Corcoran art gallery in 
this city is another Georgia marble edifice, 
and we believe it hag been decided to use 
it for the exterior walls of the new mint 
in Philadelphia. 

Interest in gold mining in Georgia has re- 
cently experienced a revival. The richest 
ochre beds in the world have been opened 
there, and other mineral resources in great 
variety are being developed. The state can- 
not afford to abolish the geological survey. 
Economy demands not its abolition, but its 
continuance. It should be strengthened, not 
destroyed. 


| LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
The Only Way To Reduce Taxes. 

Editor Constitution—Much complaint Is 
made about burdensomy taxes and much 
talk is indulged about tax reform. 

Various remedies are proposed, but there 
is only one, and the sooner the legislature 
realizes this the better. The one remedy is: 
let the state spend less money. 

Increasing the tax digest will not diminish 
the taxes taken from the people. Reducing 
the rate is one thing and reducing the 
amount of taxes paid by the people {s quite 
another thing. 

Let us see an example: I have a horse 
which I give in to the tax receiver at $75. 
Upon him I am taxed 2 per cent and I there- 
fore pay $1.50. Rut under a process of in- 
creasing the digest to lower the rate I give 
in my horse at $150. Forthwith the tax rate 
is lowered to 1 per ea pce by half— 
but I still pay $1.00. 

As I suppose the chief reason for this cry 
of tax reform is that all. the people are 
paying to the state too much. If that be 
so you cannot reduce what the people pay 
by merely increasing the digest, Gentle- 
men need to review their arithmetic, The 
product is the same from a large multifpli- 
cand and a smal} multiplier as it is from 
a small multiplicand and a large multiplier. 
It is the product which ts troubling the tax- 
payers, not the multiplier. 

We care nothing for the rate by which 
the tax collector figures out his toll, but 


with him after he has figured on it. 

Any scheme of reform which does not 
mean that the state must spend less money 
is a delusion. 

It is at this point legislators must be he-, 
roic. When they come to cut down the ex- 
penses of government every interest which 
now draws on the treasury will clamor to 
have its portion continued and some wil! 
even call for more than they are now re- 
ceiving. If the matter is long delayed all 
these interests will combine. Then trading 
of votes wil] begin. And then all reform 
will be deformed, 

It is not worth while to be tinkering on 
the digest and tricking with the tax rate 
The tax dodger who can escape taxes in 
Georgia just now is a very scarce species, 
No one is escaping the tax gatherer. He is 
a pestilence that walketh in darkness and 
wasteth at noonday, “knocking with equal 
hand at the cottage door and the palace 
gate,” or rather he knocks with both 
hands, and sometimes, as Dryden would 
say, “butts with his threatening brows.” 

I repeat it, the taxes ue pay.and not the 
rate by which they are calculated are the 
ground of popular complaint. Figure it as 
you like it, but let us pay less. 

'f much goes out of the treasury much 
Inust come into the treasury. There {ts no 
relief for the taxpayer but spending less by 
the state. If the legislature is mot ready 
to apply this remedy all the talk about tax 
reform is-but sound and fury signifying 
nothing. TAXPAYER. 


Commissioner Glenn’s Letter. 

Editor Constitution—I have been much 
interested, as well as much amused, with 
a letter printed-in your paper yesterday 
over the signature of State School Com- 
missioner Glenn. The letter would be 
amusing were it not for the cool indiffer- 
ence ‘he displays toward the condition of 
those who have the taxes to pay. 

Now, without discussing the questidn as 
to how much money should be appropriated 
to the support of the public schools 
throughout the state, I wish to take up a 
point or two upon which Mr. Glenn seems 
to be misinformed. To begin. he takes the 
direct appropriation of* $1,000,000 and the 
poll tax of $251,983 as being all that the 
people have to pay, and declares that the 
taxation for schools based on his idea is 
only 2% mills on the dollar. Of course this 
is begging.the question entirely, and brings 
us to a consideration of the curse of indi- 
rect taxation, under which burdens may 
be placed upon the people and responsibil- 
ity for which can be escaped by every one 
who tries. ‘It is true that the direct taxa- 
tion on the assessed value of the state is 
only 2% mills on the dollar; but where does 
the other $400,000 come from’ Who pays 
it? Has it been given to the state by some 
outside source as a gratuity, or does it not 
really come out of the pockets of the peaple, 
just as much as the 2% mills which Mr. 
Glenn admits? 

The half rental on the Western and At- 
lantic railroad ig interest on the people’s 
money, which should go to meet their lia- 
bilities and lessen the amount of direct 
taxation which they have to pay. The same 
is true of the tax on liquor, the fees on 
fertilizers, the tax on shows, and the fees 
on oil inspection, are all of which paid by 
our people at large, and do not come out 
of gratuities from outside *sources, even 
though they be ‘“indfrectly’’ levied. The 
$2,046 on Georgia railroad securities is again 
the people’s money, which they hhave a 
right to demand be given toward the les- 
sening of direct taxation. Then again the 
net hire of the convicts, $22,079, is treated 
as a gratuity, when, as a matter of fact, 
it is rung out of the pockets of the people 
through the Preliminary expenses of courts 
and jails. The best answer as to who pays 
these indirect taxes is-furnished by the 
following dispatch publigaed in the same 
issue of your paper, and coming, unfor- 
tunately, from our city: 

“Eastman, Ga., November 8.—(Special.)— 
Three more of our merchants went to. the 
wall today—J. G. Page, B. L. Harrell and 
J. T. Dent. Page and Harrell were general 
merchants; Dent, Pog eh Page's liabil- 
ities are about $17, Harrell's about $9,000, 
and Dent's oS al gt 000 All were closed 
under mortgages. Page and Harrell were 
closed by the Citizens’ bank; Dent bythe 
Merchants’ and Farmers’ and D. M. Bush. 
Never: in the history of our little city was 
there such a rapple among the people. 
They attribute their failure to the low 
price of cotton and the depre ssed condition 
of the farmers. This is four failures in 
less than one week.’’ 

These facts show that the burdens upon 
our people are too heavy. We may talk 
as we please about wealth producers, but 
after all, the wealth of the country is dug 
out of the ground. Impoverish our farm- 
ers by over-taxation, added to reduced 
values, and they cannot meet their notes in 
town. The town merchants cannot meet 
their wholesalers, their wholesalers again 
in cities farther up are brought face to 
face with liquidation, and then we begin to 
see a crumbling of the commercial edifice, 
because of the weakening of the corner 
stone out in the cotton field. We do not 
want to be taxed to a valuation which our 
property cannot bring in market, no matter 
how good the cause may be which deserves 
the product of such taxation. 

Another feature of Mr. Glenn’s letter is 
his rellance upon an unfound boranza in 
hidden property. It is stated, and it is 
probably true, that there is a ywreat deal of 
hidden property in the state. It is the duty 
of the legislature to discover that property, 
and collect taxes upon it; but until it is dis- 
covered and we have the taxes on hand, 
we have no right to make appropriations 
on air. .It is time enough to spend the 
money when we get it. Certain it is we 
have not got it this year, and not having 
it, prudence dictates that we should not 
go into debt. If mext year there is. dis- 
covered $400,000,000 of property which. has 
hitherto escaped taxation, and we succeed 
in’ collecting taxes upon it, then the first 
thing should be to provide for the school 
fund in the most abundant manner. But 
first let us get the cash. When we have if, 
it will be time enough to talk about what 
we will do with it.

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KENDRICK DEFENDS THE POSITION 
OF OFFICERS OF SECOND CEORCIA 


Declares the Effort Was Made Te Retain the Regiment Because 
It Was Belief That the Troops Desired It 


WILL FINISH ROLLS TODAY 


Fale of the Regiment Is Boubtful--It 
* May Be Retained 


OFFICERS ENTER VIGOROUS PROTEST 


Commissioned Officers of Regiment 
Object to the Insinuations That 
They Are Delaying the Mus- 
tering Officers and In- 
fluencing Men. 


THE COMPANY ROLLS OF THE BAT- 
talion of the Second Georgia regiment at 
Camp Atkinson will probably be rompleted 
this morning and the result of the decis- 
fon of the troops, between remaining with 
the regiment and being mustered out will 
be made public. 

The choice of the men of Major Ken- 
drick’s battalion will undoubtedly fore- 
cast the result of the decision to be made 
by the troops at Savannah, Augusta and 
Rome and the indications are that if two 
companies can be formed from the five at 
Camp Atkinson -that the success of the 
plan of the war department will be as- 


sured. 

It is the belief of the officers at the park 
that fully a battalion of men will be sent 
over to the Second regiment from the 
First and with the fwo companies courted 
on at Camp Atkinson, it is practically 
certain that the regiment will be formed 
and the state have two commands in the 
field and in active service instead of one. 

In some of the companies at the exposi- 
tion grounds as many as thirty men have 
not yet signed the rolls either to stay-in 
the regiment or be mustered out and of 
these it ie thought a large number will con- 
sent to continue in their uniform, 


Officers Indignant. ,, 

A number of the officers at CafMp Atkin- 
eon are indignant at the insinuations made 
by certain troops of the battalion and 
others in this city. It i¢ known that some 
of the men have complained that are be- 
ing kept in camp from day to day by the 
officers in the hope that more of the troops 
would sign the roll to stay with the regi- 
ment. A mumber of the men have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the mustering of- 
ficere In the state would have heen in the 
city some days ago but for the action of 
the officers in delaying the time set for 
the troops to finish their company rolls. 
The officers are indignant that the public 
Should be led to believe that the insinua- 
tions of these men represent the true gtate 
of affairs. Major Kendrick in speaking of 
the matter yesterday eaid: 

“The first day the battalion assembled 
there, the rolls for the men to sign, eagree- 
ing either to stay with the regiment or 
be mustered out, were laid before them. 
The men could have finished the task of 
Bigning their names the following day if 
they had cared to do it. ‘ 

“We have not caused the delay, if there 
is any; all the officers of the regiment have 
done was to advise the troops to use their 
own discretion in the matter and consult 
no one else, but we did not tell them to 
delay the thing, but sign as svon as they 
made up their minds, As the thing stands 
at present thirty men in some of the com- 
panies have not signed the rolls. If the 
men wanted to get throngh with the rolls 
they should ‘shave signed them before and 
not at this late hour blame the officers 
because the work is not completed. 

‘The troops or at least some of them 
mainly the men who are disgruntled with 
army life also think and try to make the 
others believe that the time that has been 
taken in signing the rolls has been delay- 
ing the arrival of the mustering officers, 
AS matter of fact the mustering cfficers 
in fi state will come when they get 
through with the First Georgia at Macon 
and not before, whether the troops of this 
battalion took an hour or two weeks to 
sign the rolls.”

Mayor Collier stated that Mr. Wimbish 
ha@ intimated that if only the shed por- 
tion of the new depo were erected on the 
property of the Georgia ral.road, and if the 
state would consent to surrender its present 
¢erminal lease, the objection to the Loyd 
street site might be withdrawn. Major 
Thomas stated he did not know that Mr.

COTTON AND COTTON PRICES. 


Record. Breaking Low Prices—A Word 
as to the Outlook. 
From The New York Stockholder. 

Cotton has recently been quoted at New 
York under 5 cents per pound. The records 
fail to show such a Jow figure as ever hav- 
ing been touched before. Mr. James L. 
Watkins, in his pamphiet on the ‘*Produc- 
tion and Price of Catton for One Hundred 
Years,’ prepared for the department of 
agriculture in 1895, gave the average quota- 
tions up to 1820 and showed the highest 
and lowest from that year on. Once, in 
1845, the price got down to.5 cents, the 
bottom price for the whole. period which 
the statistics cover. For 189, the lowest 
was 59-16 cents, or more than 1 cent per 
pound under 18% at its worst, and the ig 
est in fifty vears. The 1894-% crop wads a 
heavy one of nearly 10,000,000 bales and more 
than 6,000,000,000 pounds. 

That crop was succeeded by two of more 
moderate size, that of 1895-96 being 3,596,00u,- 
000 pounds and that of 1596-97 4,384,000,000 
pounds. Prices improved and ex- 
ceeded 8 cents at one time in 1896, but in 
i897 sagged off under the pressure of the 
crop, Which, as shown, proved so much 
larger than the one which brought quota- 
tions duwn. lit remained, however, for the 
yield of the late year to set up-a new high- 
water mark with 11,180,960 bales, aggregu- 
ting 5,667,000,000 pounds. Over the enor- 
mous crop of 1894-95 this showed an increase 
of 648,000,000 pounds, or close upon 13 per 
cent, and under it prices naturally failed 
to recover, except toward the ciose of the 
cotton year, when there was some doubt 
as to the fnture supply, and hopes were 
based on a more moderate production. 

It has developed that instead of a shorter 
crop coming forward for the current year 
the promise is for another as heavy as the 
last one, and perhaps heavier; and, as 
stated, prices have turned below the 5-cent 
The Financial Chronicle reports for 
that the movement of cotton has 
been much heavier than in the correspond- 
month of any former year and has 
exceeded but once in any similar 
period—November, 1897. Since September Ist 
the crop in sight shows 3,638,764 bales, 
against 3,338,981 bales a year ago, an in- 
crease of 299,783 bales. The visible supply of 
American cotton is stated at 3,374,329 bales, 
800.000 bales more than a year ago, 400,900 
bales more than two years ago and 300,000 
bales in excess of the largest total for the 
corresponding date in 1890.

“It gives me great pleasure in behalf of 
the Atlanta Lecture Associat‘on to intro- 
duce ourselves to Mr Zangwill, of 
the field of jiterature.”’ 

Mr. Zangwill’s theme was “The Ghetto.”

fhe yellow fever at this time had 

broken out in Mississippi and it was 
feared it might spread over the south- 
ern states. Tho safety of the military 
camps was then a matter of great im- 
portance and after consulting with the 
best authorities, | advised that the 
troops at Mobile Le sent to Mount 
Vernon, Ala., which has. been a refuge 
for the garrisons on the gulf for many 
years; aiso to Miami, on the east coast 
of Florida, another place of refuge, ana 
also to Fernandina, Fla., in order to 
isolate the troops as much as possible 
from railroad centers, where they 
would be likely co become infected by 
the traveling public. I also recom- 
ménded that a portion of the troops at 
Chickamauga be sent to Fernandina 
and also taPorto Rico, and at the same 
time suggested that troops be station- 
ed in the Loudon and Shenandoah val- 
leys in the vicinity of Antietam. an@ 
on Lone Island sound.

San Juan river and Siboney, with our 
left at Sardinero, so as to get our sup- 
plies to a large extent by means of the 
railroad, which we can use, having ¢n- 
gines and cars at SiLoney.” 

Shafter’s Appeal to Sampson. 
The report quotes the remainder of this 

dispatch, describing the loss of the army 
and the appeal to Admiral] Sampson io 
force the harbor entrance, all of which 
has been already published in General 
Shafter’s report. General. Miles’s own 
telegram of congratulation is also given, 
winding up as follows: 

i expect to be with you within 
week with ssrong re-enforcements. 
General Shafter’s response was that he 

was master of the situation, could told 
the enemy for any length of time, and 
added: 

l am delighted to know that you are 
coming, that you may see for yourself 
the obstacles which this army had to 
overcome. My only regret is the great 
number of gallant men should have giv- 
en their lives for our country’s cause. 

Then follows Shafter’s dispatch to Adjutant 
on July 4th, saying San- 
tiago could be taken in a few hours if 
Sampson would forcé an entrance. If the 
army alone was to do it, he would require 
15,000 troops. 

General Miles says ihat on receipt of 
these communications it was decided that 
he should immediately go to Santiago with 
He purposed landing on 
the west side of the harbor to open the 
entrance and to take the Spaniards in the 
rear. 

Arriving off Santiago, Admiral Sampson 
came aboard the Yale and cordiaily acqui- 
esced in the plan. Next he went ashore 
and opened communication with Shafter, 
who said he had enough troops on the cast 
side. Orders were given to land Miles’s re- 
enforcements. Continuing, General Miles 
Says that after consulting next morning 
personally with General Shafter, the lat- 
ter sent a communication to General Toral, 
Saying: 

The commanding general of the Amer- 
ican army had arrived in his camp with 
re-eniorcements, and that’ we desired to 
meet him between the lines at any time 
agreeable to him. He replied that he 
would met us at 12 o’clock the fol- 
lowing dav. That evening I became ap- 
prised of the fact that negotiations re- 
garding a surrender had been pending 
between the commanding general ard 
the Spanish commander, but no iefinite 
conclusion had been reached. 

The yellow fever had broken out among 
the United States troops and General Miles 
cated to Washington, suggesting that it 
was a case where discretionary authority 
should be granted. 

He tells how he (Miles), with his staff, 
General Shafter and others met Toral, and 
he (Miles) told the latter that his govern- 
ment was determined to capture or destroy 
this Spanish force if it took 50,000 
that he himself had sufficient re-enforce- 
ments to do it, and that we offered him 
liberal terms, naming them and giving To- 
ral until daylight to decjde. Upon Toral's 
appeal, General Miles extended this time 
limit until 12 o’clock noon. The report 
continues:

General Miles then requested Sampson to 
be ready to cover the landing of the troops 
next day, and instructed General Henry 
accordingly. Everything was in readi- 
ness, in plain sight of the Spanish com- 
mander, when the latter addressed a let- 
ter to the “‘General-in-chief of the Amert- 
ean forces’’ enclosing Blanco’s authoriza- 
tion to agree upon capitulation on the baSis 
of repatriation of the Spanish troops, but 
asking that the answer of the Madrid gov- 
ernment be awaited. Toral himself sug- 
gested the designation of commissioners 
to agree upon tthe capitulation. At the 
following meeting Toral asked that before 
final action was taken the Madrid govrn- 
ment should approve, though he was sure 
they would not fail to indorse his action. 
General Miles was Satisfied of his sin- 
cerity and stated that “we would accept 
“the gurrender,” ftelegraphing Secretary 
Alger as follows: 

General Toral formally surrendered 
the troops of his army corps and divis- 
ion of Santiago on the terms and under- 
standing that his troops would be re- 


turned to Spain. 

General Shafter will appoint commis-

His Instructions to Shafter. 

Then follows some telegrams instructing 
yeneral Shafter to remove his soldiers to 
high ground and notify Secretary Alger 
that in his (Miles) opinion if this movement 
into the mountains did not check the fever 
then the only way to save a large portion 
of the command would be to ship them to 
a point on the New England coast to bé 
chosen by the surgeon general. 

The history of the Santiago campaign 
practically ends at this point and the report 
treats next to Porto Rico. General Miles on 
July 14th had cabled to Secretary Alger 
that it was important tv go direct to Port 
Fajardo, Cape San Juan. He was anxious 
to proceed as rapidly as possible and after 
some delay authority was granted and he 
started. The story of that successful cam- 
paign is well known and the reports add 
little to the general Knowiedge except to 
clear up the change of destination of the 
first expedition, which was so puzzling at 
the time. 

veneral Miles writes that he had been 
anxiously leoking for several days before 
starting for the arrival of tugs, launches 
and lighters that had been ordered, but not 
arrived. He still hoped. to meet them in 
the Windward passage en route to Porto 
Rico. He knew that his cablegrams had 
passed over foreign cables and regarded it 
as necessary to deceive the enemy as to his 
destination. Therefore in the absence of 
his landing launches and lighters he con- 
sidered the advisahility of finding a safe 
harbor and captuRingN®e necessary appli- 
ances from the enemy He conferred by 
letter and signal w } iin Higginson, 
in command of the naYal c@hvoy, and de- 
cided to land at Guanica, as the enemy had 
doubtless become aware of the original 
destination, and then to move on Ponce. 
Captain Higginson accepted the change of 
PDians; his vessel Was sent off Cape San 
Juan to give word of the change of base to 
the approaching re-enforcements. 

The little Gloucester went ahead and 
forced the entrance into Guanica-and soon 
the entire expedition Was landed in Porto 
Rico and began its successful campaign. A 
detailed account is given of the various 
skirmishes,. battles and captures on the 
island and the proclamations are quoted 
whereby General Miles appealed success- 
fully to the disaffected element among the 
inhabitants to give their allegiance tothe 
new order of things. 

Of this nineteen-day 
Miles says: 

The success of the enterprise was 
largely due to the skill and good general- 
Ship of the officers 1n command of the 

Raitterent divisions and brigades. Strat- 
what might have 
loss to achieve in 
another way. The loss of the enemy, 
in killed, wounded and captured, was 
nearly ten times our own, which was 
only three killed and forty wounded. 

Thus the island of Porto. Rico became 
a part of the United States. 

He mentions by name specially the offi- 
cers of his staff and the general officers 
engaged, and recommends a small list of 
officers for promotion and breveis. Gen- 
eralizing upon results, the report adds: 

It is gratifying to record that during 
the war not a single defeat has been 
made, and not a prisoner, color, gun or 
rifle has been captured by the enemy. 
In this respect, the war has been most 
remarkable and perhaps unparalleled. 

Under all circumstances and in spite 
of many most trying difficulties, the 
troops have maintained the fortitude 
of American character and the honor 
of their arms. 

General Miles closes his report with some 
earnest recommendations for the improve- 
ment of the military service. He trusts the 
experience of the last few months will be 
valuable to the people and to the govern- 
ment. The value of coast defenses, he 
says, has been proven, and the system 
should be completed without delay. He 
favors the adoption of a standard of 
strength for the army to meet the country’s 
growth, and says that it should have one 
soldier for 1,000 population, yielding a force 
of 92.655. While this force is already. pro- 
vided for, unfortunately the authorizing 
act requires the army to be reduced to its 
former inadequate basis on the termination 
of the war. 

General Miles, in conclusion, recommends 
the authorization of a force of native troops 
in Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines to 
be officered by United States army officers, 
and not exceeding two soldiers for 1,000 
population of the islands, and all of these 
increases he urges should be made at once, 
as they are of vital importance,

RULING OF CITY ATTORNEYS

Mayor Collier bases his veto on the fact 
that City Attorney Anderson has ruled that 
to exempt the capital stock of this insur- 
ance company would be illegal. Judge An- 
derson rendered this as his decision some 
weeks ago when the matter was being con- 
sidered by the tax committee, and Judge 
Pendleton, assistant city attorney, rendered 
practically the same opinion at the last ses- 
sion of council. 

Mr. Joel Hurt, one of the officials of the 
Atlanta Home, claims the company is not 
liable on its capital stock when it paid 
city taxes on its premiums and real estate, 
and also heavy taxes to the county and 
state. He has intimated also that if council 
attempted to collect this tax the headquar- 
ters of this company would have to be 
moved from the city. 

Although the matter has been under con- 
sideration for some time, the tax commit- 
tee only rendered its report at the last ses- 
of council Monday afternoon. The 
minority report was signed by Mr. Frank 
Rice, and the majority by Messrs. Dim- 
mock, Adair, Peters and Woodward. 

The minority report was against exempt- 
ing the Atlanta Home on its capita? stock; 
the majority for exemption. Mr. Rice at- 
tempted to have his report adopted when 
the committee rendered both reports to 
council, but the solons adopted the major- 
ity report. The aldermanic board in regular 
session yesterday afternoon concurred in 
this action.

There appeared in The Constitution of 
last Wednesday an interview from Mr. Jack 
Spalding, attorney for the Atlanta Railway 
Company, charging President Woodruff and 
ex-President Hurt, of the Consolidated, with 
attempting to break up a financial arrange- 


ment of the Traction company in Balti- 


more. 

In yesterday’s Constitution Mr. Woodruff 
denied the charge. Yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Spalding furnished the following repty to 


Mr. Woodruff: 

“T don't care to enter into any extended 
discussion with Mr. Woodruff in regard to 
the street railroad situation here. He has 
brought it to a plane of personalism that 
is not to my taste. If there has been any 
lobbying done with the city council of At- 
lanta, neither I nor my partner know any- 
thing about it, and the matter must be ex- 
clusively in Mr. Woodruff’s knowledge. I 
do not believe the city council of Atlanta 
is influenced by any lobby. 

“As to the franchise obtained from the 
county, it was granted the Atlanta Railway 
Company (as it was the only applicant for 
the same) by a unanimous vote of the board 
at a time when I was absent in Baltimore. 

‘rt only regret that my firm did not re- 
ceive enough fees to pay the interest which 
I now own in the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany. As matter of fact, however, they 
amounted to a very ineonsiderable part of 
my subscription. 

Mr. Woodruff’s interview in yesterday’s 
Constitution establishes every proposition 
set forth in my former interview. His in- 
terview shows conclusively, not only that 
he has been trying‘to break up the finan- 
cial arrangements of\the Atlanta Railway 
Company, but that this interview itself is 
a vicious attack upon the credit of that 
company, and cannot be intended for any 
other purpose than to break down its 
credit. 

“The matter of transfers seems to linger 
with Mr. Woodruff, and he is perhaps ex- 
cusable for this, because in my opinion the 
Consolidated will be absolutely unable to 
stand the competition when our lines get 
into full operation under the transfer sys- 
tem, and a very short while thereafter the 
city of Atlanta will be granted transfers by 
the Consolidated also. 

“The public ig doubtless more interested 
in seeing these lines built than in any news- 
paper discussion that I could conduct with 
Mr. Woodruff. Our engineers are now here 
making surveys, and I am willing to wait 
until the people can see for themselves the 
lines down and in operation. 

“Mr. Woodruff says I am mistaken about 
the cuff button incident. He does not point 
out in what particular. However, if I didn’t 
get that cuff button from the president of 
that financial institution and carry it back 
and give it to Mr. Woodruff in the Hotel 
Rennert, in the presence of Mr. Hurt. then 
there is no truth Jeft extant in America.”’

Chamber of Commerce Decized To 
Wait on Roads Until December 20. 


SEVERAL RATES ARE ALREADY CORRECTED 


Mr. Barbour Thompson Stated Roads 
Would Do Everything Possible 
To Remedy the Difficulty. 


AT A MEETING OF THE BOARD OF 
directors of the chamber of commerce held 
at the city hall at 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning it was decided not to take the 
fight for equitable freight rates to the 
courts at once, but to give the railroads 
until December 2th to comply with the 
city’s demands. If no satisfactory arrange- 
ment is made by that time, the chamber will 
file its bill in the United States court. 

It looks as if the whole matter Will be 
amicably settled without any legal battles. 
General Superintendent Barbour Thomp- 
son, of the Southern railway, was present 
at the conference yesterday to represent 
the railroads, and it was on his statement 
that the chamber decided to defer legal 
proceedings. 

Mr. Thompson stated the roads were will- 
ing and anxious to correct the present dis- 
criminations against Atlanta. He stated 
tHe readjustment of freight rates could not 
be made in a day, but that the roads 
would comply with the city’s aemands just 
as soon as practicable, 

In fact, Mr. Thompson stated one or two 
of the objectionable rates were already cor- 
rected, and thought it was only a question 
of time until Atlanta. would have no 
grounds for complaint along this line. 

It has been the desire of the chamber all 
along to settle the controversy amicably. 
The members determined to go to the 
courts only when it seemed as if constant 
overtures the railroad companies had 
proved fruitless. There seemed to no 
other. recourse, and being determined to 
have the wrong righted if possible, the 
members concluded to begin serious 
measures,

It Is To Be Thoroughly Modern in All 
Respects. 


SHOWER BATHS WILL ALSO BE PUT IN 


Gymnasium Will Be a Valuabie Addi- 
tion to the Department and Will 
Be Welcomed by Firemen. 


A THOROUGHLY EQUIPPED GYMNA- 
sium is the latest proposed addition to the 
fire department and it is probable that 
within a short time the firemen will be re- 
quired to develop bone and sinew as a part 
of the daily routine. This announcement 
was made several days ago by Chief W. R. 
Joyner, of the fire department, and the 
firemen are greatly pleased with the idea. 

The gymnasium will be located at head- 
quarters on East Alabama street, and will 
be modern in all respects, being equipped 
with the Jatest appliances calculated to pro- 
duce strength and health. The plans for 
the gymnasium have not as yet been drawn, 
but Chief Joyner has a number of ideas, 
several of which he will put into operation, 
and it is the, opinion of those who have jn- 
vestigated*that the gymnasium will be one 
of the best for its purpose in the city. 

Chief Joyner has been consulting with 
Dr. Joseph J. Shafer, who was for several 
years physical director at the Young Men's 
Christian Association, and who is regarded 
as one of the best authorities on gymnasium 
work in the south, and he has given a 
number of valuable suggestions. 

The gymnasium proper will be located in 
the basement of fire headquarters. Here 
will be built a running track, a hand ball 
court, horizontal bars, parallel bars and 
other apparatus. The sides of the wall will 
lined with pulleys and weights, for 
the arms, legs and chests of 


be 
developing 
the firemen. 

In a room on the third floor of the build- 
ing will be placed the apparatus which can- 
not be conveniently put in the basemen¢. 
This room cam be reached in a few seconds 
by means of the elevator. Shower baths 
will be placed in the basement for the fire- 
men and this will tm itself be a great addi- 
tion to the department. 

Punching bags will be placed in the gym- 
nasium-and the firemen are already talk- 
ing of the boxing they wil] do. The gym- 
nasium will naturally lead to the use of 
foils and boxing gloves, and it is expected 
that within a short time the firemen will be 
skilled in the use of all these strength giv- 
ing articles. 

A physical instructor will be employed to 
conduct classes, but it is not known who 
will be chosen. Twenty firemen at a time 
will come from the engine houses to the 
gymnasium for an hour’s exercise. This 
arrangement will placé all firemen in the 
fymnasium twice each week, provided two 
classes are canducted every day. 

It will be interesting to see Assistant 
Chief Jake’ Emme! skin the cat, or In- 
spector ‘‘Make” Sharp do the giant swing, 
or Chief Joyner turn a handspring. These 
things are not impessible, however, and it 
may be that the public will be invited to 
Witness such performances after the fire- 
men have advanced sufficiently in their 
work. 

Contests will be held at various times at 
Which the firemen will contest for prizes. 
The gymnasium will be made a source of 
pleasure as well as of work for the fire- 
men and they are already taking great in- 
terest in it. Chief Joyner yesterday said 
in regard to the new scheme: 

“Il think it will be the very best invest- 
ment for: the fire department at-the pres- 
ent time), If the men are strong and healthy 
they will be able to do their work better, 
because much of the work of a fireman re- 
quires gteat physical strength.
